By a policy of assisted and 
solicited immigration we have 
acquired a Bolshevik and 
criminal populetion which is 
atthe beck and call of every 
ved agitator who appears and 
is prepared at the present time 
to foment revolution and take 
the country away from the 
original settlers and owners.
